Bketiiiikn  of  the  PnoviNciAL  Urand  Lodge: 

I  rejoice  in  having  the  opportunity  and  in  being  permitted  by  the  Great 
Architect  of  the  Universe  to  nieel  and  welcon>e  the  Brethren  of  our  juris- 
diction to  the  Annual  Communication  of  our  I'roviin'ial  (Jrand  Lodge.  May 
it  be  an  occasion  for  tlie  renewal  ot  kind  prcetint,'.-!  and  warm  frii'ndshii>, 
and  may  we  all  before  finishing  our  labors  and  fullilling  our  several  duties 
to  ourselves  and  the  Craft,  whom  we  have  the  honor  of  rei)resenting,  ex- 
pcrieuce  that  joy  and  pleasure  which  all  ^ooii  and  trua  men  feel  whe» 
united  in  purposes  calculated  ta  promote,  ui)hold  nrui  perpetuate  the  dig- 
nity, purity  and  honor  of  our  Order.  I  fervently  trust  that  the  sentiment 
of  true  fraternity  which  will  cement  our  Craft  in  the  future,  may  i)ervade  all 
our  iirescnt  counsels,  and  that  the  distinguished  honor  of  our  profession 
may  not  be  stained  by  an  exhibition  of  those  petty  jealousies  and  rivalries 
which  characterize  the  turmoil  of  our  pursuits  without  tlieso  walls.  Never 
forgetting  that  high  standard  of  gentlemanly  courtesy  and  forbearance 
which  adorns  him  who  not  only  appreciates,  but  iiraclice,  the  brightest 
teachings  of  Masonry.  We  are  assembled  here  for  the  mutual  good  of  our- 
selves and  the  Brethren  and  Lodges  of  our  jurisdiction.  Let  us  zclously, 
generously  and  faithfully  enter  upon  th«  task.  "  Let  the  genius  of  Masonry 
preside,"  and  under  her  sovereign  sway  let  us  endeavor  to  act  with  becom- 
ing dignity — with 

"  Ilonrts  rpsolved  nnrt  hnnds  prppnroil 
Tho  blt'sning*  they  enjoy  to  gtmrrl." 

The  past  year  has  not  been  devoid  of  interest,  and  a  reference  to  the  pro- 
ceedings which  have  occurred  in  the  interim  of  our  meetings  will  show 
that  even  in  this  small  jurisdiction  the  ofRce  of  Provincial  Grand  Master 
is  not  one  without  labor  and  considerable  anxiety,  and  if  not  assisted  by  the 
unanimity  and  good  feeling  of  faithful  Brethren,  will  be  but  feebly  felt  in 
guiding  and  upholding  your  interests.  Whatever  may  be  said  of  the  past, 
1  have  at  present  the  very  best  evidence  that  my  humble  endeavors  are 
amply  rewarded  by  your  aid  and  confidence,  and  I  know  you  will  pardoa 
the  aspiration  of  my  highest  ambition  in  soliciting  its  continuance  for  the- 
future. 

Last  year  I  granted  Dispensations  to  Vancouver  I^odge,  421,  and  Caledonia, 
478,  to  confer  the  2d  and  3d  Degrees  of  Masonry  before  the  expiration  of  the- 
regular  period  on  four  dilTerent  occasions,  and  althouth,  I  am  thoroughly 
adverse  to  a  practice  which  pushes  candidates  through  Masonry  with  undu» 
haste,  yet  such  pressing  and  cogent  reasons  were  adduced  in  these  in- 
stances, that  I  reluctantly  granted  the  petitions  of  the  Worshipful  Master 
and  Wardens.  On  the  lOih  March,  accompanied  by  my  Provincial  Grand 
Officers,  T  paid  an  official  visit  to   Caledonia  Lodge,  then  under  my  Dispea- 


« 
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fiation,  wlicre  we  exciii[)litipil  Scottish  work  upon  inateri;il  "  roacly  nnfl 
waiting  for  the  occasion."  On  the  l!ith  we  ])iiiii  a  jccond  visit  inspecting 
tlie  liooks,  ikc,  and  I  took  the  opportunity  of  convcyinif  to  the  Members  of 
tliis  Lodge  my  opinion  tlint  their  Hall  was  not  liy  any  means  o  sale  ona, 
wherein  a  Masonic  Lodge  should  be  lield.  Since  tliai  time,  I  am  liappy  to 
inform  you  that  the  IJrethrcn  of  both  jnii.sdi''tions  in  tin, t  locality  have 
«rected  a  commodious,  sooure  an<l  excelleiit  room,  recently  consecrated  by 
the  Worthy  and  Right  Worshipful  brother,  who  presides  over  the  sister 
iCraft  of  the  Colony. 

On  tlic  8ih  of  August,  I  received  and  accepted  an  invitation  to  lay  the 
foundation  stone  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  in  this  city.  I  need  only  refer 
here  to  the  pleasure  I  had  on  the  liOth  of  the  same  month,  we  visiting  and 
taking  part  in  the  .Inaugural  ('eremonies,  attendant  upon  the  erection  of 
the  District  Grand  Lodge  of  our  sister  jurisdiction  :  and  in  the  afternoon  of 
the  same  day  to  have  their  assistance  in  laying  the  stone  of  this  beautiful 
edifice  with  due  form  and  ceremony,  in  tliu  presence  of  a  large  concourse 
of  brethren,  citizens  and  others. 

In  January,  I  granted  a  Dispensation  to  the  Lodge  Mount  Ilermon,  Bur- 
rard  Inlet,  Bro.  J.  C.  IIughe.9,  W.  M.  ;  Bro.  W.  T.  0.  Allen,  8.  W.  ;  Bro.  P. 
W.  Swett,  J  W..  with  the  required  number  of  Brothers.  On  the  13th  I 
proceeded  to  the  Inlet,  where  tlie,-c  enterprising  Brethren  had  erected  at 
their  own  expense,  ahaiidsome  and  commodious  hall,  filled  with  all  the  coni- 
lorts  and  attractions  of  a  Model  I^odge  room.  On  the  14th  I  performed  for 
them ithe  important  ceremonies  of  consecration  and  installation,  and  have 
great  ipleasure  now  in  welcoming  a  deputation  of  them  to  this  Communication. 
The  Lodge  Cariboo,  4G9.  the  only  one  I  have  been  unable  to  visit  (on  account 
of  great  distance,)  has  sufTend  serious  rHVirses  in  having  her  fine  Hall,  to 
£ether  with  all  the  coiitents,  totally  destroyed  by  fire;  but  it  is  a  circumstance 
of  more  than  usual  gratification  that  another  "  little  temple"  has  arisen 
Phoenix  like  from  the  ashes  of  the  first  one,  and  that  these  umliitious  "  sons 
of  light"  are  already  in  a  position  to  give  practical  proof  that  they  are  not 
(to  be  surpassed  in  having  a  well  appointed  Hall,  wherein  they  may  enjoy  la 
•comtort,  the  privileges  of  our  Order. 
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Master  Iliirnaby,  upon  this  sulijcct,  ho  takes  tlio  ground  that  the  Lodge  in 
(jueslion  has  an  "  undoubted  right"  in  tlie  exercise  of  what,  in  tny  opinion, 
is  most  deploralile — situated  a.s  wo  are;  and  that  courtesy  alone,  must 
direct  tliera  in  the  disposal  of  8ui:h  application.  Since  this  occurrence, 
1  have  been  told  of  other  iustanres  of  the  same  nature  i)y  the  same  Iiodge. 
Without  here  going  into  tlie  strict  jurisprudence  of  the  question,  it  is  deserr- 
ing  of  your  grave  consideration,  whether  a  I/Otlge  merits  your  recogniiiflu 
or  society,  which  will  repeat  such  a  llagrant  and  uni)ardouablo  breach  of 
*•'  courtesy"  to  a  sister  Lodfic.  Lodges  located  in  llif  mmc  town  which  giro 
cncounigement  tit  such  iiijuiliciius  rivalry  as  the  iuimcdiato  or  remote  (If 
you  will)  acceptance  of  petitions  of  ca;idid.Uei  rejected  by  a  sinter  Lodge, 
not  only  open  wide  our  portals  to  the  qufxiiuna/jli',  if  not  flie  unworlliy  ,  Hut 
lower  tho  respectibality  and  utterly  destroy,  so  far  as  their  influence 
IS  concerned,  tho  prestige  of  Masonry.  The  true  design  of  our  Lodges 
whether  English,  Irish  or  Scotch,  should  be,  not  to  receire  ul  nown  vr 
even  doubtful  characters,  but  to  receive  and  associate  true  men  oi  positive- 
ly good  reputation,  wl">  voluntarily  express  a  wish  to  unite  with  ns  in  {no- 
moling  our  purp>.j  u.  Obstacles  to  the  cntra.ice  and  advanceiw^nt  of 
of  unworthv,  or  even  questionaltle  candidates  for  the  Degrees  of  Free 
Masonry,  aeserve  and  should  receive  not  only  the  hearty  endorsement  of 
sister  Lodges,  but  of  every  honest  and  intelligent  lover  of  our  Institutiur. 
A  Lodge  may  occasionally  do  an  injustice  in  a  rejection  ;  but  "it  violates  less 
lew  when  it  rejects  ten  worthy  persons,  than  when  it  receives  an  unworthy 
one.  And,  if  even  in  the  opinion  of  some,  positive  law  docs  not  compel 
courtesy,  certainly  much  more  fraternal  reciprocity  for  mutual  protection, 
should  retiuire  one  Lodge  to  allow  another  to  correct  its  own  error  if  it  has 
committed  any  by  the  rejection  of  a  worthy  applicant.  Therefore  it  is,  that 
I  opine,  Lodges  should  uphold  cacli  other  in  refiis'ugadmission  to  one  who 
is  doubtful,  or  who  may  bring  dishonor  upon  the  ivhole  Craft,  although  add- 
ing numerically  to  one  of  them,  natnrally  acknowledging  and  insisting 
upon  that  general  and  well  known  law  of  probation  and  concurrent  testi- 
mony of  unexceptionable  material. 

ISSUUOIIDINATION. 
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Fortunately  I  have  little  to  complain  of  under  this  head,  as  I  have  had  on 
many  occasions  lately  repeated  assurances  of  support  and  assistance  from 
those  over  whom  I  am  for  the  time  appointed  to  preside.  But  one  case  of 
glaring  contempt  for  an  executive  demand  under  the  Seal  of  our  Provincial 
Grand  Lodge,  has  occurred  during  the  last  four  months.  The  dignity  of 
the  Craft,  and  a  stern  ssuse  of  duty  compelled  me,  to  ."v  sorrow,  to  act  de- 
cisively and  filially  upon  iheoccasion.  The  case  referred  to,  together  with  all 
the  particulars  ia  connection  with  which,  anduiy  own  action  in  tbc  •'lattcr, 
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will  be  duly  placed  before  you  for  consideration  at  this  Communication. 
In  asserting  and  upholding  the  authority  and  dignity  of  our  Provincial 
tlrand  Lodge,  while  unwilling  to  resort  to  harsh  discipline,  I  should  cer- 
tainly be  wanting  in  respect  to  my  office,  in  fidelity  to  the  Constitution  to 
which  we  are  all  bound  in  allegiance,  and  duty  to  your  own  authority  in 
this  Colony  were  I  to  hesitate  or  refuse  to  call  into  requisition,  the  most 
disagreeable  function  of  my  station. 

I  submit  herewith,  papers  in  respect  to  an  appeal  from  the  action  of  Cal- 
edonia Lodge,  478,  by  a  well  known  member  of  that  Lodge.  The  Brother 
*3ks  that  the  sentence  of  suspension  of  Archibald  McAllister,  for  gross  un- 
Masonic  conduct  for  a  period  of  twelv*.  months,  be  extended  indeQnilely,  or 
that  he  be  expelled  for  ever  from  the  Order. 

•         ■     '  *      ■        ADUISStON  OP  CA.NDIDATBS. 

Treuble  arising  in  Lodges  from  a  want  of  knowledge  of  those  laws  and 
customs  which  regulate  the  admission  of  candidates,  has  been  frequently 
brought  to  my  notice  on  this  account,  discussions  have  arisen  after  a  bal- 
lot has  proved  unfavorable,  and  especially  after  the  Lodge  has  been  closed. 
Such  d  iscussions  can  only  be  productiTe  of  the  greatest  evil,  and  a 
slur  upon  the  motive  of  the  Lodge  which  has  refused  to  receive 
the  candidate.  When  the  ballot  has  been  announced  by  the  Master,  it 
should  be  considered  and  is  the  solemn  action  of  the  Lodge.  Every  mem- 
ber may  be  said  to  have  cast  the  black  ballot ;  and  therefore  in  all  instan- 
ces, so  far  as  the  Lodge  is  concerned,  and  thetiine  honored  custom  teaches, 
is  unnaiiimous.  No  member  after  the  Master's  declaration  has  a  right  to 
Bay  how  he  voted,  whether  affirmatively  or  negatively,  unless  indeed  it  be 
to. satisfy  the  Lodge  that  he  has  committed  an  error,  and  wishes  to  remedy 
the  resulting  injustice  of  his  act.  Comment  then,  either  in  or  out  of  the 
Lodge,  is  unlawful.  It  is  beside  not  only  productive  of  ill  feeling  and  dis- 
cord, but  it  questions  the  integrity  of  each  and  every  individual  action 
which  Masonic  honor,  sacred  obligation,  and  the  solemnity  of  the  occasion 
should  perfectly  guarantee. 

UIGIIT  OF  VISlTATIOy. 

So  much  has  been  said  upon  this  subject  that  it  would  seem  a'liost  a  rep- 
•tition  to  refer  to  it;  but  I  believe  the  right  is  often  misunderstood,  and 
cspfccially  among  the  younger  members  of  the  Fraternity.  Too  much  care 
cannot  be  exercised  in  examining  stranger  Brethren  and  visiting  applicants. 
Private  examinations  by  individual  members,  beside  being  exceedingly 
reprehensible  (except  by  the  most  expert  and  experienced),  do  not  as  a 
matter  of  right  entitle  a  meml  !r  to  vouch  for  a  visitor.  The  Uth  article 
of  Ancient  Resolutions,  according  to  our  Conititutiou,  charges   the  Master 
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to  permit  no  visitors  to  be  received  in  his  Lodge  without  due  explanation 
or  producing  proper  voucliers  of  initi  itioa  in  a  regular  Lo  Ige  He  is  there- 
fore responsible  for  the  admission  of  ev  ry  visit  .r  in  his  Lo  ige,  and,  as  a 
consequence,  it  is  not  only  his  sole  r  ght^  but  imperativ  ■  duty,  to  s-lect  the 
most  discreet — the  most  skillful  brethren  to  conduct  an  examination,  who 
are  indeed,  his  own  agents  or  proxy  on  the  occasion.  The  mostconvincing 
proof  of  true  and  honest  fellowship,  should  at  all  times  be  exacted,  and 
where  a  single  doubt  exists,  our  portals  should  be  firmly  closed  to  the 
applicant. 

BENEVOLENT    POND. 

I  have  to  report  the  reception  of  a  letterfrom  District  Grand  Lodge,  Invit- 
ping  us  to  join  with  them,  in  the  formation  of  a  Benevolent  Fund  to  be  managed 
and  controlled  by  a  joint  Committee  or  Board  of  Re  ief  from  both  Grand 
Lodges.  I  his  proposition  is  worthy  our  earnest  consideration,  as  being  not 
only  quite  practical,  but  as  b  nding  us  in  the  common  claim  of  Brotherhood, 
with  respect  to  the  foundation  of  our  Order — Charity.  At  present  Mas- 
ters of  Lodges  are  subjected  to  much  trouble  and  ana  yance  through  ap- 
, peals  for  charity,  and  in  some  instances  that  I  am  aware  of,  have  been 
grossly  imposed  upon.  The  formation  of  the  projected  board  will,  in  my 
.opinion,  relieve  them  of  this  responsib  lit.y.  and  at  the  same  time  refer 
claims  for  charity  to  greater  or  more  secure  scrutiny,  while  the  time  of  the 
Lodges  will  not  be  taken  up  in  discussing  ihem. 

INDEPENDENT  GRAND  LODOB  Of  BRITISH  COLUMBIA. 

Th*  forlowing  resolutions  have  been  sent  me  by  the  Secretary  of  Lodge 
Vancouver,  proposing  a  general  UoBVintion  of  the  Craft,  with  a  view  to 
.the  erection  of  an  Indipendent  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia: 

Yancqovbr  Lodge,  421,  R.  S.,  Victoria,  Jan.  5th,  1869.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother, 

I  herewith  transmit  to  you  a  Copy  of  Resolutionf 
unanimously  passed  by  Vancouver  Lodge,  at  a  meeting  held  January  2ad, 
1869. 

Moved  by  Bro.  '3..  H.  Ad.ams,  secoaed  by  Bro  H.  E.  Seelye : 

1st.  That  there  aro  at  present  in  the  Colony  of  British  Columbia,  a 
Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  Masons  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Grand 
Lod^e  of  Scotland,  aad  a. District  Grand  Lodge  under  that  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England. 
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2nd.  That  under  these  Provincial  and  District  Grand  Lodges,  there  are 
only  Eight  Subordinate  Lodges  (one  under  dispensation),  representing 
numerically  a  Brotherhood  of  about  Three  Hundred. 

3rd.  That  the  support  of  these  two  Provincial  nml  District  Grand 
Lodges — in  addition  to  the  transmission  of  Grand  Lodge  fees  to  both  Mother 
Grand  Lodges  in  Scotland  and  England — causes  a  drain  upon  the  funds  of 
the  Subordinate  Lodges,  so  great  as  to  prevent  their  accumulation  for  any 
local,  benevolent  or  other  purposes  calculated  to  advance  the  interests  and 
happiness  of  the  Order  in  this  Colony. 

4th.  That  the  existence  of  tvo  Grand  Lodges,  or  financially  speaking, 
four  Grand  Lodges,  tends  (besides  scattering  the  funds)  to  create  jeal- 
ousies and  rivalry  highly  injurious  to  what  would  otherwise  be  a  happy  and 
united  brotherhood,  to  open  our  sacred  portals  to  the  unworthy,  and  dissi- 
pate strength  and  resources  which  combined,  would  fully  establish,  support 
and  amply  provide  for  the  permraeut  success  and  prosperity  ot  one 
Independent  Grand  Lodge. 

."JTii.  That  the  decisions  and  edicts  of  a  Provincial  or  District  Grand 
liOdgc,  are  unsatisfactory,  inasmuch  as  they  are  not  final  and  may  be  ap- 
pealed from  and  the  great  distance  of  England  or  Scotland  from  (he  Colony, 
the  uncertainty  of  mail  communication,  and  the  delays  which  are  apt  to, 
and  do  occur  in  correspondence,  causing  often  ve.xiitious  repetition  so  as 
entirely  to  prevent  the  good  results  which  would  accrue  from  the  establish- 
ment of  Grand  Lodge  authority  in  this  Colony. 

6th.  That  the  formation  of  an  Independent  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Colum- 
Ma,  uniting  the  Brethren  of  both  juri-dictions  und'T  one  Grand  authority, 
responsible  to  themselves,  would  at  once  ensure  harmony  and  promote  the 
success  and  prosperity  of  all,  retain  monies  in  one  Grand  Lodge  for  our 
own  Masonic  purposes  which  are  now  e.xacted  by  four  Grand  Lodges — two 
of  which  are  Ten  Thousand  miles  distant — and  enalile  us  at  once  to  cora- 
raand  the  respect  and  hearty  co-operation  of  sifter  Independent  Grand 
Lodges  throughout  the  world. 

7th.  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  confer  with  all  sister  Lodges 
upon  the  subject  of  tbe  foregoing  resolutions,  and  to  recommend  thi-  best 
means  of  carrying  ihem  into  eff>ct,  either  by  calling  a  General  Convention 
of  the  Craft,  er  otherwise  as  may  seem  most  expedient.

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My  position  here  as  the  Representative  of  the  M.'.  W.*.  the  Grand  Master 
Mason  of  Scotland,  prevented  me  from  taking  any  notice  of  this  document 
either  in  favor  of  or  against,  unless  with  the  advice  and  direction  of  our 
Grand  Lodge.  In  a  local  point  of  view  it  is  difficult,  however,  to  conceal 
from  ones'  self,  the  impression  that  the  existence  of  Lodges  hailing  from 
two  Grand  Lodges  with  the  contingency  of  other  jurisdictions  being  at  no 
distant  day  introduced,  does  tend  to  create  diversity  of  interests  and 
allegiance,  to  induce  local  and  national  prejudices,  ungenerous  and  un- 
niasonic  rivalry  between  Lodges,  (i'.lready  alluded  to  in  a  former  part  of  this 
address,)  andas  has  beenaptly  expressed  in  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Breth- 
ren of  a  sister  Colony,  fosters  much  estrangement  among  the  Brethren  of  a 
Society  wbicii  i  >  itself  '•  knows  no  country,  is  confined  to  no  race."  I  will 
transmit  the  Reso  utions  as  passed  to  Scotland,  for  the  action  and  advice 
if  any,  of  our  Grand  Lodge. 

One  more  subject  I  will  allude  to,  before  concluding  this  imperfect  address 
and  that  is  the  financial  condition  of  our  Provincial  Grana  Lodge.  I  feel 
grateful  to  our  Bretiiren  whose  support  has  enabled  us  to  meet  our  liabili- 
ties with  promptitude  during  the  past,  and  in  view  of  our  having  no  neces- 
siti'-s  in  the  future  requiring  increased  funds,  and  the  scarcity  of  money 
justly  complained  of  by  so  many,  I  should  advise  the  reduction  of  our  fees 
one-half  during  the  present  session.  So  far,  I  have  endeavored  to  curtail 
Provincial  Grand  Lo  Ige  expenditure  to  the  strict  limitation  of  necessity, 
having  never  drawn  upon  its  funds  for  expense  of  visitation  or  any  outlay 
of  my  own  on  her  account.  I  must  not  omit  in  connection  with  this  matter 
to  convey  a  sense  of  my  own  obligation  to  W.  Brother  the  Provincial  Grand 
Clerk,  who  has  rendered  me  much  valuable  assistance,  and  who  has  per- 
formed ijratuitously  so  much  labor  in  the  interests  of  our  Craft.  He  assurer 
me  that  the  gratitude  of  his  Brethren  is  his  greatest  reward  ;  but  I  trust  it 
may  be  more  tangible  and  that  fur  the  future  j'ou  will  enact  that  our  Grand 
Secretary  shall  have  his  important  duties  recompensed  by  some  stated 
salary  or  system  of  fees.  And  now  dear  Brethren  in  conclusion  let  me  trust 
that  I  have  not  held  my  own  responsible  po>ition  altogether  unacceptably 
to  yourselves,  giving  you  the  assurance  that  the  future  welfare  of  the  Craft 
in  British  Columbia  will  always  command  my  best  consideration  and  heart- 
felt devotion.  May  your  Society  refuse  the  must  remote  corner  to  personal 
animosity,  or  party  strife.  May  lespect  for  constituted  authority  distin 
guish  ad  your  deliberations,  and  the  broad  mantle  of  Charity  cover  all 
your  acts.     May  tlie    Great    Architect    of    the    Universe   preside    over  our 

temple  and  cement  our   Order  by  adorning  it  with   every  moral  and  social 
virtue.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  address  of  the  R.-.  TV.-,  the 
Provincial  Grand  Master,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  beg 
leave  respectfully  to  report : 

Your  Committee  at  once  proceed  to  the  work  assigned  them  and 
recommend — 

That  so  much  of  the  address  as  relates  to  the  granting  of  Dispensations 
for  conferring  Degrees  be  approved  of,  and  they  unanimously  agree  with 
th'sR.-.W.'.  the  Provincial  Grand  Master,  in  deprecating  this  practice 
unless  under  the  most  urgent  circumstances. 

That  80  much  as  refers  to  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  bo  referred  to  your 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and  Grievances. 

That  80  much  as  relates  to  the  appeal  from  Caledonia  Lodge,  No.  478,  be 
referred  to  same  Committee. 

We  heartily  concur  in  the  action  taken  by  the  District  Grand  Lodge  in  the 
foundation  of  a  Benevolent  Fund,  and  we  beg  leave  respectfully  to  re- 
commend the  appointment  of  a  Special  Committee,  to  consider  the  subject. 

That  so  much  of  the  address  as  refers  to  the  admission  of  candidates  and 
right  of  visitation,  clearly  expresses  the  view  of  this  Committee,  and  th« 
careful  perusal  of  the  remarks  on  these  subjects  is  recommended  to  every 
Mason. 

That  the  remarks  of  the  R.-.  W.-.  the  Provincial  Grand  Master,  relating 
to  the  resolution  passed  by  Vancouver  Lodge,  No.   421,  to  form  an  ludepen- 
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dent  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia,  have  been  carefully  considered,  and 
while  expressing  their  entire  concurrence  with  the  views  of  these  resolu- 
tions, thejr  can  but  iip])rovc  of  his  course  in  referring  the  important  matter 
to  KScotland  for  tlie  advice  of  the  Graud  Lodge. 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  reduction  of  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge 
Fees,  be  referred  to  the  Comraittfe  on  Finance  and  Accounts,  as  well  as 
the  future  compensation  of  the  Provincial  Grand  Secretary. 

Your  Committee  fully  appreciate  and  concur  with  the  remarks  of  the  R.-. 
W.-.  the  Provincial  Grand  Master,  regarding  the  practice  of  the  reception  of 
rejected  candidates  by  Sister  Lodges  and  deem  such  a  course  as  highly 
irregular,  but  refrain  from  offering  any  suggestions,  as  they  believe  the 
matter  is  being  considered  by  the  Subordinate  Lodges  themselves. 

Aud  in  conclusion  they  join  most  heartily  in  the  congratulations  of  the 
II.-.  W.'.  the  Provincial  Grand  Master  upon  the  measure  of  prosperity 
which  has  marked  the  progress  of  Scottish  Masonry  in  this  Colony,  and  it 
affords  your  Committee  much  pleasure  to  observe  that  the  zealous,  watch- 
ful and  faithful  services  of  the  R.*.  W.-.  the  Provincial  Grand  Master  are 
duly  appreciated  by  the  Craft,  tho*  they  are  so  .modestly  appreciated  by 
himself.

VII. 

The  Provinciiil  Ciri\iid  Master,  or  his  Deputy  or  Stilislitiile  (if  jiresiiling), 
may  runit  payment  of  any  fine  imposed  under  any  of  these  articles,  cn  such 
excuse  being  made  to  him  na  he  shall  deem  sudiciient. 

VIII. 

Each  Lodge  shall  annually  at  the  ttrmination  of  its  Masonic  year  make 
return  to  the  Proviucial  (Irand  Scciftary  of  the  names,  ngcs,  titles,  profes- 
sions or  trades  of  new  brethren  made  diiring  the  year  *ith  the  date  at 
wiiich  the  several  debtees  were  conferred,  and  wiiether  by  Dispensation,  or 
otherwise  ;  also  of  all  joining  members,  together  with  tlie  age,  occupation 
or  profession,  and  the  name  and  number  of  the  Lodge  ofwhicli  thty  were 
last  members  :  said  return  to  be  accompanied  with  all  monies  due  the 
Proviucial  Grand  Lodge  under  article  V. 

IX. 

The  Prcvincial  Grand  officers,  except  those  elective,  shall  be  annually 
a[ipointcd  by  the  Provincial  Grand  Master  at  the  annual  Communication  in 
each  year,  and  their  dotiea  shall  bo  the  same  as  laid  down  iu  the  Book  of 
Constitutions. 

X. 

The  Provincial  Grand  Secretary  shall  be  paid  such  relnuneration  for  his 
ssrvices  as  the  Committee  on  Finance  shall  recommend. 

XI. 

All  monies  collected  unc'or  these  articles  shall  be  paid  to  the  Provincial 
Grand  .Secretary,  (or  in  his  absence  to  the  "I'roviucial  Grand  Clerk,  whose 
duty  shall  be  reciprocal,  as  laid  doWn  by  the  Book  of  Constitutions  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland),  and  by  him  handed  to  the  Proviucial  Grand 
Treasurer,  (takinj;  a  receipt  lor  the  saine),  and  no  money  shall  bo  paid  for 
any  purpose  from  the  P'uud  of  General  Purposes  except  by  a  vote  of  the 
Provincial  Grand  Lodge,  or  au  order  signed  by  the  Provincial  Grand  Master. 

XII. 

During  the  time  of  public  business  the  rules  of  order  for  the  government 
of  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge,  shall  be  as  stated  iu  tho  Book  of  Constitu- 
tions of  the  Proviucial  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland. 

Xlll. 

The  Provincial  Grand  Master  shall  only  be  a])plied  to  on  any  business 
conccrniug  Masous  or  Jlasonry,  through  the  Deputy  or  Substitute  Grand 
Muster,  the  Proviucial  Grand  Secretary  or  Provincial  Grand  Clerk. 

XIV. 

Any  Proviucial  Grand  olliccr  urglcctiug  to    i)ay  Fees  or  Fines  which  may 
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be  incurred  under  any  of  the  above  articUs,  hii  office  may  be  declared 
vacant,  and  any  rank  or  distinction  acquired  Ju  consequence  of  hia 
appointment  forfeited.
